Against Neglect 


A Victory For Peace Comes in Sight 


JUST at the time when things looked blackest, and it seemec 


probable that exhausting war might again break out ir. 


the Chaco region of South America between Paraguay and 
Bolivia, a sudden and spectacular victory for peace becomes 
possible. 


A draft agreement has been initialed by the foreign min- 


isters of the two countries which, if ratified by their respec- 
tive governments, would peacefully put an end to a contro- 
versy which has been going on for 100 years. 


North Americans who are unfamiliar with the Chaco 


controversy can scarcely appreciate the magnitude of this 
victory if it is ratified. For the Chaco dispute is one of the 
bitterest international controversies to harry a tired world. 
* * *

HE Chaco, a wild region about the size of Arizona, seems to 


North Americans a prize of too dubious value to war- 


rant such long and bitter struggles. But to Paraguayans and 
Bolivians, it is more than a mere jungle controlling access to 
the sea. It has become a symbol, a point of honor around 
which militaristic elements of either country have been able 
in the past to rally frenzied feeling. 


If final settlement of this galling controversy can really 


be achieved, then a light for the whole world will have been 
set up in South America. For in the bitterness of feeling sur- 
rounding it, the Chaco feud exceeds anything Frenchmen ever 
felt about Alsace-Lorraine or that Russians ever felt about 
Bosnia and Herzegovina. If the Chaco dispute can be settled 
sanely and decently by arbitration, then any dispute can be so 
settled. 
* * * 


IN both La Paz and Asuncion, capital cities respectively of 
1 Bolivia and Paraguay, great crowds clustered about bulle- 
tin boards. "Peace" extras were eagerly bought, bombs were 
exploded and sirens sounded. The people, the ordinary people 
of both countries, showed that they could greet hope of peace 
as enthusiastically as they have greeted war. 


It is that way throughout the world. The people want 


peace. It is only governments, or small minorities who stand 
to gain by it, that want war. 


Perhaps those bombs in La Paz and Asuncion, celebrat- 


ing a triumph of sanity and reason in faraway South Amer- 
ica, may be heard 'round the world no less distinctly than the 
rattle of musketry that rolled across the bridge at Concord 
on that spring morning of April, 1775.

Hughes flew the world's most elaborately equipped private 
plane out of New York with his coat off and his collar un- 
buttoned. As a concession to the modishly correct French, 
when he got to Le Bourget Mr. Hughes got out his coat and 
tie jand a rather floppy felt hat. 


There was another flight made about the same time by 


another adventurer, whose plane was as off-hand a job as 
Hughes' haberdashery. Douglas Corrigan, a west coast flyer 
who m,ade a non-stop trip from Long Beach, Calif., to New 
York, was so very matter-of-fact about the whole thing from 
start to finish that nobody knew he'd done it till the day after 
he arrived.

Symbol of America •$? 


A TOP-HATTED distinguished 


. 
company laid the cornerstone 


of the White House on Oct. 13, 
1792, 300th anniversary of 
the 


landing of Columbus in America. 
But George Washington, who had 
first visualized the site as the fu- 
ture home of the government of 
the nation, was unable to attend. 


He missed a gala day, for the 


White House was to be the city's 
first public building. The design 
of the White House proper and the 
terraces is said to have been sug- 
gested by that of the Duke of 
Leinster's palace in Dublin. It is 
the classic style of architecture. 
The exterior walls are built of 
light gray Virginia sandstone and 
were first painted white in the 
course of reconstruction after the 
fire in 1815. 


Major L'Enfant, French engi- 


neer and close friend of Washing- 
ton, suggested the exact site of the 
White House in his plan for the 
entire city, which Washington ap- 
proved. Capt. James Hoban, an 
Irishman of Charleston, S..C., won 
the $500 prize for the design and 
under his direction the work was 
carried out. 


President and Mrs. John Adams 


first occupied the White House in 
November, 1800. On Aug. 24, 1814, 
the British burned the building, 
it 'is shown above on a stamp of 
the new U. S. regular series, en- 
larged.
